Administration to unveil plan to buy toxic assets Monday 


WASHINGTON! The Obama administration’s 
latest attempt to tackle the banking crisis 
and get loans flowing to families and busi- 
nesses will create a new government entity, 
the Public-Private Investment Program, to 
help purchase as much as $1 trillion in toxic 
assets on banks’ books. 

The new effort, to be unveiled Monday, 
will be followed the next day with the release 
of the administration’s broad framework for 


overhauling the financial system to ensure 
that the current crisis — the worst in seven 
decades — is not repeated. 

A key part of that regulatory framework 
will give the government new resolution 
authority to take over troubled institutions 
that would pose a threat to the entire finan- 
cial system if they failed. 


Administration officials believe this 
new power will save taxpayers money and 
avoid the type of controversy that erupted 
last week when insurance giant American 
International Group paid employees 
of its troubled financial products unit 
$165 million in bonuses even though the 
company had received more than $170 bil- 
lion in support from the federal government.

GOP lawmakers say 
Obama must rethink 
his spending blueprint 

WASHINGTON | Congressional 
Republicans on Sunday predicted a 
doomsday scenario of crushing debt 
and eventual federal bankruptcy if 
President Obama’s massive spend- 
ing blueprint wins passage. 

But a White House adviser dis- 
missed the negative assessments, 
saying she is “incredibly confident” 
that the president’s policies will “do 
the job” for the economy. 

White House Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers chairwoman Chris- 
tina Romer insisted that the nation’s 
flailing economy will be rebound- 
ing by 2010. 

Senate Republicans predicted 
$20 trillion annual deficits and a 
weakened dollar if Obama and his 
Democratic allies get their proposed 
$3.6 trillion budget plan passed. 

“The practical implications of 
this is bankruptcy for the Unit- 
ed States,” said Sen. Judd Gregg, 


R-N.H. “There’s no other way 
around it. If we maintain the pro- 
posals which are in this budget 
over the 10 -year period that this 
budget covers, this country will 
go bankrupt. People will not buy 


our debt; our dollar will become 
devalued.” 

Sen. Susan Collins, a Maine 
Republican who sided with Obama 
on his $787 billion economic 
stimulus plan, said she couldn’t 


support the White House plan 
this time. 

“It would double the public debt 
in five years, triple it in 10 years.

... That is not sustainable. It poses 
a threat to the basic health of our 
economy,” Collins said. 

Sen. Richard Shelby of Ala- 
bama, the top Republican on the 
banking committee, said Obama 
would have to scale back his budget, 
given a Congressional Budget Office 
report Friday that the president’s 
budget would produce $9.3 trillion 
in deficits over the next decade — 
more than four times the deficits 
of George W. Bush’s presidency.

Officer Declared Brain Dead 


Gunman in Oakland 
killed 3 other officers, 
died in police shoot-out 

OAKLAND, CALIF. I An Oakland police 
officer shot during a traffic stop 
was declared brain dead on Sunday 
and was on life support, a day after 
three other officers were fatally shot 
in what was being described as the 
deadliest day in the department’s 
history, police said. 

Officer John Hege, 41, was being 
kept alive on life support at High- 
land Hospital after being gravely 
wounded in the first of two shoot- 
ings on Saturday, Oakland police 
spokesman Jeff Thomason said. 
Earlier Sunday, Thomason said the 


officer had died. He later released 
a statement saying Hege was brain 
dead but on life support until a final 
decision could be 
made on organ 
donation. 

A 26-year-old 
parolee wanted 
on a parole vio- 
lation opened 
fire on Hege and 
40 -year-old Sgt. 
Mark Dunakin after they pulled 
him over Saturday afternoon, police 
said. Dunakin died that day. Hege 
was hospitalized with a major brain 
injury and survived through the 
night, his family said. 

Suspect Lovelle Mixon was slain 
later Saturday afternoon in a gun- 


fight with police that left two more 
officers dead. Thomason identified 
those officers as Sgt. Ervin Romans, 
43, and Sgt. Daniel Sakai, 35. 

Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger 
ordered flags at the state Capitol 
flown at half-staff Sunday in honor 
of the slain officers. Schwarzeneg- 
ger arrived in Oakland on Sunday 
to meet with Dellums and members 
of the police department. 

“All four officers dedicated their 
lives to public safety and selflessly 
worked to protect the people of Oak- 
land,” he said in a statement. “Our 
thoughts and prayers are with the 
families of those lost, the Oakland 
Police Department and law enforce- 
ment officers throughout California 
during this difficult time.” (ap)

Hundreds of Tibetans 
reportedly attaeked a 
poliee station in protest 

BEIJING I Hundreds of Tibetans 
attacked a police station and govern- 
ment officials in northwestern China 
despite heightened security, prompt- 
ing the arrests Sunday of nearly 100 
monks, state media said. 

Six of those arrested for alleged 
involvement in the attack were 
caught by police while 89 others 
turned themselves in, according to 
the official Xinhua News Agency. 
All but two were monks, it said. 

The protest appeared to be in 
response to the disappearance of a 
Tibetan who escaped from police 
custody in Qinghai province, Xin- 
hua said. 

According to a Tibetan exile, 
the protest involved as many as 
2,000 people and was sparked by 
the apparent suicide of a monk 
being investigated for unfurling a 
Tibetan flag. 

Xinhua said several hundred 
people attacked the police station 
in Ragya, a township in the Tibetan 
prefecture of Golog, on Saturday. 

The violence is the latest known 
incidence of unrest following a 
bomb explosion Monday in an unoc- 
cupied police station in predomi- 
nantly Tibetan Ganzi prefecture 
in Sichuan province, gillian wong (ap)

Rampage in Sydney 
airport stokes fears of 
impending gang war 

SYDNEY I Warring bikers brawled 
through Australia’s largest airport 
Sunday, beating one suspected gang 
member to death and brandish- 
ing metal poles “like swords” as 
they rampaged through the main 
domestic terminal in front of ter- 
rified travelers. 

Police said a group of suspected 
gang members was ambushed as 
they disembarked from a plane. 

“The fight moved through var- 
ious parts of the terminal,” said 
Police Detective Inspector Peter 
Williams. He said 15 men were 
involved in the violence, which 
rampaged from the ground floor 
up one level to the departures hall 
before most of the men fled. 

Williams said one man died in a 
hospital from head injuries after the

brawl, which appeared to bear out 
warnings of an impending biker war. 

“They came running through, 
picking up the big metal barri- 
er poles and swinging them like 
swords at each other,” witness 
Naomi Constantine told the Aus- 
tralian Broadcasting Corp. 

Four men were charged in con- 
nection with the fighting, police 
said. The others escaped, some of

Man Charged in 3 Killings 


Man charged with 
murders of girlfriend 
and her two ehildren 

For years, family members feared 
that Erika Peters’ volatile relation- 
ship with her live-in boyfriend 
would end in tragedy, her sister said. 
The family was so worried that they 
developed a code with Peters’ oldest 
son Erik so he could surreptitiously 
communicate with them. 

On Saturday, Peters’ sister Kim- 
berly Trimble said, Erik used the 
code, telling his grandma, “The sky 
is blue,” to alert her that something 
was amiss. Hours later, police broke 
into his family’s apartment in the 
2000 block of Maryland Avenue, 


NE, to find him, his brother and 
his mother with stab wounds, police 
sources said. Peters, 37, and one 
of her sons was already dead. Her 
other son died a short time later.

Police announced Sunday that 
they had charged Peters’ boyfriend, 
44-year-old Joseph Randolph Mays, 
with the triple murder.

members, the announcement came 
as little surprise. 

“We knew about him beating 
the kids, but she wouldn’t leave,” 
said Trimble. “I don’t know if she’s 
scared of him or what the case 
may be.” Trimble said she did not 
believe Peters ever sought a pro- 
tective order. 

Police provided few new details 
about the triple homicide Sun- 
day, saying their investigation is 
still ongoing. They confirmed the 
slayings stemmed from a domes- 
tic dispute, but declined to specify 
the nature of that dispute. They 
also declined to say formally iden- 
tify the children or say how they

Multiple applications 
turn iPod Touch into 
a Web-enabled phone 

N EW YORK 1 1 try to keep a stiff upper 
lip about not having an iPhone. I 
just couldn’t afford it — not with the 
$75 a month or so AT&T charges 
for service on top of the $199 up- 
front cost of the device. 

I could, however, afford the $229 
iPod Touch — and received it as a 
gift, as it happened. It has most of the 
same goodies: a Web browser, e-mail 
and YouTube. And it stores way more 
music than the iPhone. (Ha!) 

Plus, the other day I used it to 
call China. 

Yup, a call around the world 
— on a device that doesn’t have a 
phone. A handful of applications 
in Apple Inc.’s iTunes store will let 
you do this, as long as you’re in a 
Wi-Fi hot spot. 

My iPhone complex hasn’t dis- 
appeared, but at least now I have 
a device that looks just like it, has 
no monthly service fees and lets me 
make free or cheap phone calls. 

The best part of these applica- 
tions — which require the second- 


generation iPod Touch that came 
out last year — is that they are free 
to download, and calls to other peo- 
ple using the same app won’t cost 
you anything. 

Two of the services I’ve tried, 
Truphone and Fring, will also let 
you make free calls to Google Talk 
users and type instant messages to 
friends online. 

Both automatically queue up a 
list of buddies from different ser- 
vices you might have, including 
Gmail chat, AIM and MSN Mes- 
senger, once you log in. 

The most serious drawback is the 
most obvious: While the iPhone uses 
AT&T’s wireless network to provide 
Internet access anywhere, on the 
iPod Touch you’ll need to stick to 
Wi-Fi hot spots. For rural or sub- 
urban dwellers who don’t encoun- 
ter lots of free Wi-Fi zones, that 
may very well mean limiting your- 
self to your house, or other places 
where there’s a computer with the 
same Internet phone call capabili- 
ties anyway. 

That means these apps prob- 
ably won’t replace your cell phone. 
But they can moderate your iPhone 
envy.

I don’t have cable TV, just a digi- 
tal converter box. Is there a DVR I 
don’t need a subscription with that 
works on over-the-air TV, or is a 
cable DVR my only option? 

Yes, you have options. One is the 
DTVPal DVR that Dish Network’s 
parent company, EchoStar, sells 
(Dvtpal.com); another is a DVD 
recorder with a digital tuner (avail- 
able from Panasonic and Toshiba, 
among others). Both options are free 
of subscription fees. I really hope 
that some enterprising executive in 
the consumer- electronics business 
sees your question — I think there’s 
some serious untapped demand for 
this kind of product. 


Macs don’t get 
gummed up 
from years of 
use the way 
PCs do. 


I’ve been a Mac convert (MacBook 
Pro) for nearly two years now, and 
it’s just starting to get a bit bogged 
down. Do you have a help file or 
know of a good tutorial for wiping a 
Mac the right way? 

Do an “archive and install” rein- 
stallation of OS X, which preserves 
your data, settings and applica- 
tions while loading a clean copy 
of the system. But this might not 
make a real difference. Macs don’t 
get gummed up from years of use 
in the ways that PCs do — there’s 
no registry to get corrupted or 
jammed. You might be better off 
adding more memory. 

I’m totally bummed out with the 
release of Kindle 2 for one sim- 
ple reason: price point. Is Amazon 
doing THAT well in the recession? 

That’s a good question. The $359 
price isn’t much in the larger scheme 
of things, but it’s a lot compared to 
the traditional cost of the hardware 
necessary to read books.

Christian Gomez and Chris Pon- 
tius scored for D.C. United, which 
built a 2-0 lead after 62 minutes 
before Donovan 
brought his team all 
the way back. 

“Landon is going 
to get better,” Gal- 
axy coach Bruce 
Arena said. “His fit- 
ness has to get better, and he has 
to get a little sharper on the ball. 
But over the next month or so, we 
expect Landon really to get into 
good form.” 

Donovan, who led Major League 
Soccer with 20 goals last year, broke 
the shutout with a penalty kick in 
the 80th minute. United’s Rodney 
Wallace committed a handball in 
the penalty area to give the Gal- 
axy the kick. 

Then in the 86th minute, Dono- 
van tied the score by beating three 
defenders and heading Kyle Patter- 
son’s left-wing crossing pass from 
six yards. 


“On the second goal, I took a 
chance and made a run into a good 
spot,” said Donovan, who added 
that playing with Germany’s Bay- 
ern Munich for two months helped 
him anticipate plays. 

“When the right service comes, 
a ball gets knocked down or a play 
breaks up. I’m ready for it,” Dono- 
van said. “I’ve been sharper in trying 
to take advantage of opportunities 


that aren’t necessarily great chances 
but can become good.” 

Gomez made a penalty kick in 
the 44th minute after being fouled 
in the penalty area by the Galaxy’s 
Dema Kovalenko. Pontius, a rookie 
from UC Santa Barbara, scored his 
first goal in the 62nd minute on a 
curving 18 -yard shot. 

D.C. United’s Ben Olsen played

Terps look back with 
pride on season after 
loss in the Big Dance 

TERPS MEN’S HOOPS I Under dif- 
ferent circumstances, Maryland 
might have been bitterly disap- 
pointed to end its season with a 
lopsided defeat. 

The Terrapins displayed no 
shame Saturday when they walked 
off the court after an 89-70 loss to 
Memphis in the second round of the 
NCAA tournament. The setback did 
nothing to detract from what they 
had accomplished to that point, and 
each player knew the situation could 
have been much worse. 

After all, their final game didn’t 
take place in the NIT. “I know, over- 
all, once we look back on this sea- 
son,” guard Eric Hayes said, “it’s 
going to be a great one for us.”

“My December.” The new album sold 
255,000 copies in its first week in 


stores in the U.S. 

While the new album falls short 
of the first-week figures of “Decem- 
ber,” which bowed with 291,000 
copies, “All I Ever Wanted” is more 
in line with Clarkson’s first-week 
sales history, suggesting fans weren’t 
turned off by the rough publicity 
surrounding her previous work and 
canceled 2007 tour dates. 

“All I Ever Wanted” has been 
positively received by critics, many 
who noted it represents a return to 
lighter pop-rock after the harder.

In “Adventureland,” coming out 
April 3, Stewart plays a self-loath- 
ing, directionless young woman 
working at a rundown Pennsylva- 
nia amusement park. She is hav- 
ing an affair with the park’s resi- 
dent lothario (Ryan Reynolds in 
an uncharacteristically heartless 
role), while trying to earn money 
for college. There she meets James 
(Jesse Eisenberg), a newly gradu- 
ated English literature major with 
little life experience and no prac- 
tical job skills in a sour economy. 
(“Adventureland” is set in 1987, 
but it could be the present day, 
except for the tacky ’80s fashions 
and music.) 

Co-star Reynolds has nothing 
but admiration for his young co- 
star. “She’s amazing,” he says. “She 
has the insight of [late “Golden 
Girls” star] Estelle Getty, but she’s 
this little girl, and you’re kind of 
like, ‘Where did that come from?’ 
That quickly dissipates, though — 
that preconceived notion. She may 
not have an enormous amount of 
life experience in her wake, but she 
has an enormously high emotion- 
al quotient, which is invaluable in

Reality TV 
Star Dies 



Jade Goody’s public 
battle with cervical 
cancer ended Sunday 

DEPARTURE I Jade Goody, a dental 
assistant turned reality-TV star 
whose whirlwind journey from pov- 
erty to celebrity to tragedy became 
a national soap opera in Britain, 
died of cervical cancer Sunday at 
age 27. 


Goody gained fame at 21 in 2002 
when she joined the reality televi- 
sion show “Big Brother,” in which 
contestants live together for weeks 
and are constantly filmed. Loud and 
brash, she became a highly divisive 
star — mocked as an ignorant slob 
and then celebrated as a forthright 
everywoman by a tabloid press. 

During filming of a celebrity ver- 
sion of “Big Brother,” in the summer 
of 2008, Goody received a diagno- 


sis of cervical cancer by telephone 
from a doctor in Britain. The cam- 
era captured the deeply personal 


moment, which was shown repeat- 
edly on TV. 

The progress of her illness was 


chronicled in detail in the tabloid 
press and weekly magazines, to 
the unease of many. She under- 
went surgery and chemotherapy 
in the public eye — filming part of 
the experience for another televi- 
sion series 

Goody’s publicist said last month 
the cancer had spread to her liver, 
bowel and groin. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
said Sunday that Goody used her 
fame to help her two young sons and 
many women she did not know. 

“She was a courageous woman 
both in life and death, and the whole 
country have admired her determi- 
nation to provide a bright future for 
her children,” Brown. “She will be 
remembered fondly by all who knew 
her, and her family can be extremely 
proud of the work she has done to 
raise awareness of cervical cancer.”

BUSINESS WOMEN I Two visionaries 
are the subject of “The Powder and 
the Glory” (10 p.m., PBS), a history 
of the business rivalry between cos- 
metic pioneers Helena Rubinstein 
and Elizabeth Arden. 

Immigrants both, they began 
their empires in the early years of 
the 20th century when makeup was 
considered the province of actresses 
and prostitutes. Both women tapped 
into the market of independent 
women leaving small towns to live 
in cities on their own. Rubinstein 
identified herself and her products 
with immigrant women. 

It helped that their custom- 
ers flocked to silent movies where 
actresses were heavily made up to 
accentuate their pantomime per- 
forming style. 

Arden aimed her products 
and her famous spas at America’s 
elite, and she ingratiated herself 
with horse breeders. Rubinstein 
embraced modern art, toured with 
her art collections and turned her 
stores into mini-museums. 


Unfriendly rivals for half a cen- 
tury, the two women never met. 
When one of Arden’s horses bit off 
her finger and sent her to the hos- 
pital, Rubinstein reportedly asked 
after the condition of the horse. 

These businesswomen invent-

An anti-Clinton movie 
spurs a high-court 
campaign ad case 

Months after its debut, “Hillary: 
The Movie” faces nine of the nation’s 
toughest critics: the Supreme Court. 

The justices’ review of the slash- 
ing documentary financed by long- 
time critics of Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton could 
bring more than just a thumbs up 
or thumbs down. It may settle the 
question of whether the government 
can regulate a politically charged 
film as a campaign ad. 

David Bossie, a former Repub- 
lican congressional aide who pro- 
duced the Clinton movie and another 
describing then-Illinois Sen. Barack 
Obama as an overhyped media dar- 
ling, said his films are about impor- 
tant moments in U.S. politics. 

“The outcome of this case will 
dictate how we’re able to make

films and educate people about 
them,” he said. 

At issue in the case being 
argued before justices Tuesday is 
the 90 -minute anti- Clinton movie 
and television ads Bossie wanted 
to air during the 2008 primaries 
to advertise the film. 

Bossie’s group, the conservative 
Citizens United, released the movie 
as Clinton, then a New York sena- 
tor, was competing with Obama 


for the Democratic presidential 
nomination. 

The movie is unquestionably 
anti-Clinton, featuring commentary 
from conservative pundits, some of 
whom specifically say Clinton was 
not fit to be commander in chief. 

One scene, which was used in 
an ad, has Dick Morris, a former 
adviser to former President Bill 
Clinton who is now a critic of the 
Clintons, saying the senator is “the 
closest thing we have in America to 
a European socialist.” 

The film was shown in eight the- 
aters. Bossie’s group wanted to run 
ads on TV in key election states dur- 
ing peak primary season. 

Federal courts said the ads 
would violate the McCain-Feingold 



law, the popular name for 2002 
revisions to the nation’s campaign 
finance laws. Judges called “Hillary: 
The Movie” a 90 -minute attack ad, 
rulings that would require Citizens 
United to identify the financial 
backers for the ads if they were to 
appear on TV. 

Citizens United appealed to the 
Supreme Court, arguing that “Hil- 
lary: The Movie” should not be con- 
sidered a political ad. The group says 
there is nothing in the movie urg- 
ing people to vote against Clinton, 
and compares the film to critical 
TV programs such as “Frontline,” 
“Nova” and “60 Minutes.” 

“The fact that ‘Hillary’ presents a 
critical assessment of Sen. Clinton’s 
political background, character and 
fitness for office does not convert 
the movie ... into an appeal to vote 
against Sen. Clinton,” said Theodore 
Olson, Citizens United’s lawyer. 

A panel of federal judges dis- 
agreed, calling “Hillary” nothing but 
an extended political attack ad.

ration strays too close to regulation of 
journalists, who generally are exempt 
from campaign finance rules. 

Without passing judgment on 
“Hillary,” the Reporters Commit- 
tee for Freedom of the Press filed 
a brief supporting Citizens United, 
telling the Supreme Court that the 
media have been critical of candi- 
dates since George Washington.

Housing Hints 

Post real estate editor MARYANN 
HAGGERTY and columnist ELIZABETH 
RAZZI were online Friday and talked 
about purchasing a home in the cur- 
rent market, how to go about refinanc- 
ing, updating your kitchen and more. 

I would like to refinance my mort- 
gage, but my lender has indicat- 
ed that I do not have enough equi- 
ty in my home since I bought it only 
18 months ago. Is it possible to try 
to refinance using another bank, or 
am I stuck with my original lender? 
MH: You could try, but I doubt 
you would have much luck. If the 
loan is held by Fannie or Freddie, 
you might be eligible for refinanc- 
ing under the new administration 
program. 


I bought a condo two years ago at 
about $540K and now the Mont- 
gomery County tax folks say it’s 
worth $4I0K. Give me a wild guess 
— how long do you think we need to 
live here to break even? 

ER: Not gonna even guess. But you 
do need to understand that your tax 
assessment is NOT the same as the 
property’s real value, especially in 
Maryland, where homes are assessed 
only once every three years. 

I feel the time may be good to start 
looking at some real estate. My 
question is, are we at the bottom 
yet? Aren’t income levels coming 
down, not up? 

MH: I’m totally unwilling to call 
a bottom to any market. Or a top. 
Even Warren Buffett isn’t right 
100 percent of the time on that 
(and my Berkshire Hathaway stock 
proves that right now.) Household 
net worth plummeted last year 


because of the falling housing and 
stock markets. I would guess over- 
all net income is dropping in places 
where unemployment is rising. 

I’m thinking about updating the 
kitchen in my townhouse for even- 
tual resale, but I’m not sure how 
far I should go. How much value do 
upgraded counter tops, appliances, 
lighting, etc. add to a home? 

MH: It depends on upgrading from 
what. If you bought your house 
five years ago, I don’t see that an 
upgrade from Corian to granite 
will add all that much. However, a 
25-year-old house that still has the 
original Formica could well need to 
be updated enough so that buyers 
don’t dismiss it out of hand.
